thes eyes of the Medical Department 
of the Army are this week focused on 
Plattsburg, N. Y., where, during the First 
Army Maneuvers, the latest in) mechan 
ized medical equipment is being given its 
most strenuous test. 

The Army Medical Corps has brought 
to Plattsburg its two latest developments 
in the science of caring for wounded per 
sonnel in the field. The first and most im 
portant of these is a five-unit Army Sur 
gical Hospital, operating on wheels and 
completely independent of any stationary 
facilities. The second is a four wheel 
drive, cab-over-engine ambulance. The 
First Army Surgical Hospital, from the 
Medical Field Service School at Carlisle 
turracks, Pa., is the “pilot model” from 


which the Medical Corps expects to 
evolve several similar units. 

The five units of this hospital are 
mounted on trailer trucks, capable of 


traveling over extremely rough terrain. 
The units are: a trailer fitted as an oper 
ating room, with green-painted non-glare 
walls, special operating table, the latest 
in lighting equipment, solutions for intra 
venous injections and complete surgical 
equipment: «a complete rolling kitchen 
with gasoline burning stoves and refrig 
eration facilities; a supply trailer; a 
sterilization trailer and a mobile power 
unit capable of generating enough elec 
tricity to operate all of the units. The 
First Army Surgical Hospital carries 
equipment for a 100-bed field hospital. 
The equipment is admittedly in an ex 
perimental stage, but Medical Corps offi 
cials said this week that the process of 


refinement has been so extensive that 
there remains litthe doubt but that the 
equipment at Plattsburg will) become 


standard. With regard to the four-wheel 
drive ambulance, officials are jubilant. 
They feel that this vehicle is the answer 
to the Medical Department’s need for 
rapid overland transportation — of 
wounded. The new ambulance, which is 
operating with the 7th Cavalry Brigade 
(Mech.), is the first of its kind in the 
Army. Officials said that the ambulance 
is designed to carry four stretcher pa 
tients six ambulant Present 
type ambulances are designed to carry 
four stretcher cases or eight ambulants. 
However, despite the development of 
the mobile hospital, Medical Department 
officials are faced with a serious problem 
at the Field Hospital School at Carlisle 
tarracks. Congress at the past 
authorized the construction of a $375,000 
milding to replace the condemned school 
building at Carlisle, but failed to appro 
priate the necessary funds. As a conse 
quence, classes will Imve to be held in 
the gymnasium until the building can be 
hilt. Officials stated this week that no 
reduction in the number of persons at 
tending the Field Service School is con 
lemplated but pointed out the difficulty of 
conducting classes in a gymnasium.

Army School Policies 
Adhere to Age Limits 


Directives governing the number, ap 
portionment, and selection of student offi 
cers for the Army War College, Command 
and General Staff School, and the Army 
Industrial College were approved and 
promulgated to the service this week 

It will be recalled that last year poli 


cies for the War College and Leaven 
worth were issued prescribing the age 
limits many years in advance with the 
statement that if was being done “to 


permit long range planning on the part of 
all concerned in the selection of stu 
dents.” It is interesting to note that the 
new policies issued this year adhere to 
these age limitations with only two ex 
ceptions: while the War College policy 
sets 49 years as the age limit for next 
veur’s course the new policy provides that 
10 per cent of a branch’s quota may con 
sist of lieutenant colonels in the 50 
year age limit; and, in every instance 
where the former policy stated that offi 
cers must not be less than a stated age 
on 15 Sept. of the school year the new 
policy moves the date forward to 1 Sept, 

In the War College and Leavenworth 
directives, but not in the Industrial Col 
lege, the apportionment for the 1940-41 
class to the arms is changed from last 
year’s forecast by increasing the number 
of students from the Infantry, Cavalry, 
Field) Artillery, Coast Artillery, and 
Corps of Engineers, and decreasing the 
number of students permitted from the 
Air Corps. It is understood this is done 
to free the Air Corps officers for the press 
ing duties in connection with the expan 
sion program. 

There is also an effort in the new policy 
further to strengthen the provisions 
aimed to lessen influence and personal 
acquaintanceship in the selection of stu 
dent officers for the War College and

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Editors Praise Appointment of Four Lieutenant Generals to Head Armies 


Action of Congress in reviving the rank of lieutenant general, to be given the 
coumanders of the four armies while they hold those commands, and consequent 
appointment by the War Department to that post of Major Generals Hugh A. Druin, 
First Army commander; Stanley IL Ford, Second Army commander; Stanley D. 
Embick, Third Army commander, and Albert J. Bowley, Fourth Army commander, 
received the general approval of the press, 

Some editors praised the appointments as rewards for the generals concerned, 
others stressed more the fitness of the action in promoting efficiency in the Army. 


“Sensible and in fact belated is the action taken by Congress in restoring the 
ruuk of lieutenant general to the Regular Army,” comments the Dallas, Texas, News. 
“Command hertofore has reposed in the senior major general in each army’s terri 
tory. Thus, when the senior is at Atlanta in the Third Army area, of which Texas 
is a part, the command goes there and reverts to San Antenio when the status is 
reversed. A sensible corollary to the restored rank would be permanent army head- 
quarters, 

“So long as our Army retains its organization theory of brigades, divisions, 
corps and armies, it is logical to have these commanded by brigadier, major and 
lieutenant generals, with the whole supervised by the single general, the rank now 
necorded the chief of staff for his four-year tour of duty, Congress authorizes a be- 
lated change, however, just as the new tables of organization ... may be relegating 
the American brigade to the ash heap.”

The Columbia, S. C., State declares, “Giving the rank of lieutenant general to the 
commanders of the four field armies so long as they hold those assignments will have 
the incidental effect of removing an inequality between the Army and the Navy whici 
has on occasions been embarrassing, not to say irritating, to the Army. The grade of 
lieutenant general corresponds to that of vice admiral, which the Navy has had for 
some time.” 


“Good enough,” says the Helena, Mont., /ndcependent. “Four outstanding officers 
have been given this rank as the War Department carries out organization plans to 
keep Uncle Sam's military forces up to a standard required in the world today.” 


The St. Paul, Minn., Dispatch observes, “The rank is not a new one. It was first 
created by Congress for George Washington in 1798 during troubles between the 
United States and France but it then lapsed until renewed by Congress for General 
Winfield Scott. It was revived again for General U.S. Grant in 1864 and continued 
for Generals Sherman and Sheridan, The grade was conferred on General John M. 
Schofield in 1895 and in 100 Congress provided that ‘the senior major general of the 
line commanding the Army shall have the rank, pay and allowance of a lieutenant 
general.’ 

“General Nelson A. Miles was accorded this rank in 1901 but it again was 
abolished in 1905 when Congress provided for a general staff and a chief of staff to 
take the place of lieutenant general. It was revived during the World War but 
abolished with demobilization.” 


Also reviewing the history of the grade and referring to the officers who have 
held it, the Ft. Wayne, Ind., Journal-Gazette concludes, “Now, thanks to recent 
legislation just signed by President Roosevelt with the approval of Secretary Wood 
ring, Generals Drum, Ford, Embick and Bowley take their places in the coveted

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The Military Situation 

As the nations of Europe again line 
themselves up for War, the general opin- 
jon among military observers seems to be 
that the advantages of the situation, cer- 
tainly at the outset, lie with Germany. 

Should the political situation shape it- 
self to a point where Germany decides to 
take military action against Poland, it 
seems quite probable that she will make 
three initial moves. From East Prussia 
she will complete her occupation and 
militarization of Danzig. Meanwhile 
forces from north Germany will probably 
move the 37 kilometers across the neck 
of the Corridor joining with Danzig and 
shutting off the Pomorze from the rest 
of Poland. The third likely move, it is 
thought, is a northeastern sweep of Ger 
man Divisions from Silesia toward 
Warsaw. 

Having consolidated the Pomorze, the 
northern units may well work southeast 
ward to shut off the Vistula River and 
join with the Southern forces. 

In spite of the plucky, well equipped 
Polish Army, military opinion believes 
that a German invasion could complete 
the subjugation in a comparatively short 
time. They base this largely on the 
premise that England and France, even 
if they should plunge immediately into 
the conflict, can have virtually no weight 
on the Polish front and can do little to 
create any major diversion on other 
fronts. In spite of England’s great Fleet 
she would not attempt either to force the 
Kiel canal nor to go through the Skager 
Rack and the Kattegat against mines, 
submarines, and aircraft in an effort to 
get military aid to Poland. Likewise for 
either the French or the English to get 
to the Polish front by the southern over 
land route would first entail the defeat 
of Italy, which, while likely eventually, 
can not be consumated in time to get 
aid to Poland. 

It would thus appear that the democra 
cies for the time being will have to limit 
their activities to hammering on the west 
wall of Germany, and with Belgium re 
maining neutral this will mean throwing 
themselves against the best German de 
fenses in the Siegfried line. Hngland prob- 
ubly will send troops to help but their 
biggest help will be as a morale factor. 
The effectiveness of the Siegfried line is 
not being minimized in military circles, 
for those who saw the strength of the 
German defensive in hastily constructed 
installations during the World War know 
that works of such permanent nature as 
those built into the Siegfried line will 
take an overwhelming force and great 
losses to break through. 

England will, of endeavor to 
utilize to the utmost her superiority on 
the sea without jeopardizing too greatly 
that superiority. Facing her will be a 
German surface Navy considerably in- 
ferior to the High Seas Fleet of 1914. In 
undersea vessels, however, Germany is 
reputed to have more than twice the force 
she had in 1914 and, according to sub 
marine experts, this type of craft bids 
fair to be as effective as it was 25 years 
The North Sea mine barrage, laid 
with the help of the United States Navy, 
Was considered effective in bottling up the 
German undersea boats, but it took a long 
time to construct and the cost was 
terrific. A few weeks ago the British

Admirably let the press know that Eng- 
land had developed a greatly superior 
type of submarine detection device, but 
there is some question as to whether this 
announcement was intended to ease the 
mind of the British or to lessen the reli- 
ance of the Germans on their submarines. 

The advantage of the democracies’ sea 
superiority as a blockade dwindles con- 
siderably in light of Russia’s attitude, for 
now Germany will have easy access to re- 
sources to her East both overland and 
through the Baltic Sea as well as open 
commerce with Scandinavia, particularly 
for Swedish steel. 

The unknown factor is air power and 
how it will be used. Here the nation at 
the greatest disadvantage is England, for 
whereas in the cases of both Germany and 
France invading planes must fly over 
appreciable stretches of territory where 
air warning nets have been established 
so compact is the British homeland that 
enemy planes can be virtually over her 
Vital spots before the air warning nets 
can get into operation. Nevertheless, 
military opinion seems to be that Ger- 
many will not initiate the bombing of 
civilian centers—at least not in the open- 
ing phases. She knows that while she can 
trouble England greatly, England ean 
also, even though not to so great an ex- 
tent, troubie her by bombing Berlin. These 
views are purely surmises, for there is no 
past experience on which to base judg 
ment. 

Likewise the effectiveness of Germany's 
air superiority on the democracies’ fleets 
isan undeterminate factor which only ae- 
tual war can decide, And informed opin- 
ion seems to be that neither adherents are 
overly contident of the outcome. 


Army Chief of Staff 

Three honors—the highest the Army 
offers in peace time—will be conferred 
upon Brig. Gen, George C. Marshall, USA, 
next Friday, 1 September 1939, for on 
that date he will simultaneously become 
a major general of the line, a temporary 
General, and Chief of Staff of the United 
States Army. 

General Marshall succeeds to all of 
these by virtue of the retirement, 31 Au 
gust, of General Malin Craig, present 
Chief of Staff. General Craig has been on 
a leave of absence since 1 July and Gen 
eral Marshall been acting chief of 
staff. 

General Craig’s retirement completes a 
career outstanding in its contribution to 
the defense of the nation. The son of an 
officer, Col. Loyvis A. Craig, General Craig 
spent his early life on Army posts, was 
graduated from West Point, and commis 
sioned in the Infantry but transferred 
shortly thereafter to the Cavalry. Ie 
served with the 4th Infantry in Cuba dur 
ing the Spanish-American War, partici 
pating in the Santiago campaign. Later 
he served in China during the Boxer Re 
bellion, then in the Philippine Islands 
During the World War he served as chief 
of staff of the 41st Division, Chief of 
Staff of the Ist American Army Corps, 
and chief of staff of the Army of Occu 
pation. 

His tour as chief of staff of the Army 
will long leave its imprint on the service, 
for under his aegis the Protective Mobili 
zation Plan was developed and the aug 
mentation program worked up, approved 
and legislation enacted. 

The new Chief of Staff 
Uniontown, Pa., and commissioned in the 
Infantry after graduation from Virginia 
Military Institute. Ile began his service 
with the 30th Infantry in the Philippine 
Islands in 1902, 

Sailing for France in June, 1917 Gen 
eral Marshall served with the Ist Divi 
sion until July 1918 Assistant Chief 
of Staff for Operations.

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Pensions for Service Widows 
The past session of Congress saw little 
|} concrete action toward increased pensions 
for peace-time widows of veterans of the 
Regular services. Two bills were intro- 
duced to bring these pensions up to the 
level paid war-time widows. One of these, 
ILR. 2897, introduced by Representative 
Edith Nourse Rogers, was taken up by the 
House Invalid Vensions Committee, but 
it was voted to let the measure go over 
until January, when it will become the 
first order of Committee business, The 
other was a companion bill 8S, 2480, in 
troduced by Senator Hattie Caraway, ot 
Ark. No action has been taken on this 
bill. 

The proponents of the increased pen- 
sions for widows of the Regular estab- 
lishments hope to bring the pension level 
up to the $37.50 per month mark, Last 
year, a bill S. 3508, which increased 
peacetime pensions up to SO percent of 
wartime pensions, passed the Senate but 
was never reported out of the Hlouse In 
valid Pensions Committee because of the 
failure of the Bureau of the Budget to 
supply the Committee with certain 
figures requested. 

Proponents of the pension bills now be 
fore Congress feel contident that Con 
gress will act on the measures early in 
January. It is said that Representative 
John Lesinski, of Mich., Chairman of the 
Invalid Pensions Committee of the House, 
has pledged that his committee will take 
up the widow's pensions legislation at the 
first opportunity. 





Naval Committee Inspects 

The House Naval Affairs Committee is 
scheduled to leave Washington today on 
an inspection trip of Pacific Coast Naval 
buses, The committee will travel by train 
and will be gone about three weeks, They 
ure scheduled to go first to Astoria, Ore., 
to inspect Tongue Point, thence to Naval 
facilities in the vicinity of Seattle. The 
committee will visit Mare Island Navy 
Yurd and the Alameda naval air base, 
The site of the new supply base at Oak- 
land will also be visited. The committee 
will conclude its tour in the San Diego 
Area,

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First Army Maneuvers 

Plattsburg, N. Y.—-Before noon on 2h 
Aug., the weary First Army “Blacks” 
and “Blues” fighting the maneuvers of 
Plattsburg under Lt. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, 
after a night of give and take combat, 
fired their last shots and called the whole 
thing off. The fight the morning of 25 
Aug., though intense and spectacular was 
shortened because many of the troops 
had to begin entraining or hitting the 
road by motor immediately after noon. 


The morning's large-scaled struggle 
including a driving attack along the 
whole front by Black and a stubborn 


though mobile defense by Blue, was only 
a finale to a night of stumbling warfare 
in the brush, over rocks, on roads and 
highways and in farmer’s leased fields. 


Black launched a coordinated attack 
at 10:00 P, M. It lacked dash but it had 
drive. Troops do not dash in night at- 


tacks on rough ground even if they have 
the “owl eyes” which General Drum says 
they must develop in training for modern 
combat. 

At the same time, Blue, on the defen- 
sive because of his fewer numbers, sought 
for open stretches as “fields of fire” for 
his numerous automatic weapons—rifles 
and machine guns,—hunted high obser- 
vation posts and worked out final defen- 
Sive lines. 

The umpires thought that Black’s num- 
bers and effort entitled him to good jump- 
off ground while conceding Blue’s wise 
use of his defense means, and so made 
award. 

In this final fight, conducted after days 
of preliminary training bouts, the um- 
pires were merciless in their application 
of stiff penalties on units attempting to 
cross open fields in the face of machine 
gun fire. Those using covered routes of 
approach to enemy positions sneak 
paths such as stream beds and wooded 
patches—were rewarded with substantial 
gains. Also brutal efforts in frontal at- 
tacks brought heavy loss assessments by

the white hatted arbiters of war, while 
outflanking and pinching out methods 
received pats on the back and nice slices 
of enemy ground. 

Who won the war’? General Drum 
argues both sides won, adding that the 
American people were the real winners. 
He believes that the training received by 
the officers and men of all the American 
Military forces in the First and Second 
Corps Areas belongs to the people of the 
whole country as an asset whose value is 
emphasized by the trend of the time. 

General Drum said that he found great 
satisfaction in the improvement to be 
seen in the troops and their officers even 
after a few days in the field. He said he 
had noted it in their faces as the look of 
bewilderment of the opening days 
changed to alert interest as each day 
added its training effect to the preceding 
ones. When they first arrived they 
seemed a little stunned by the magnitude 
of it all, but soon they were looking for 
things to see and to learn, he said. 

“Short as the period of military life has 
been,” General Drum said, “the increased 
efficiency in individual and unit training 
has been worth every cent of its cost. 
From the rawest recruit up through the 
chain of command including staff ele- 
ments, all ranks have a better idea of 
what it is all about.” The General 
paused a moment and then added: “That 
goes for me too.” 

“An outstanding dividend on the cost 
investment,” continued General Drum, 
“has been the gain in cohesion and har- 
mony among the three components of our 
defense forces—the Regular Army, Na- 
tional Guard and the Reserves, In war, 
they must be one body working together. 
Why not begin to build that way in our 
peace training.” 

With these remarks General Drum 
ended the second “Battle” of Plattsburg, 
125 years, less fourteen days, after the 
real Battle of Plattsburg in 1814, a joint 
Army-Navy operation which defeated a 
determined British effort to invade the 
United States during the War of 1812. 

A critique will be held at Plattsburg 
Barracks this (Saturday, 26 Aug.) even- 
ing at which General Drum and various 
commanders and staff officers will “post 
mortem” the nine days of the two weeks’ 
training period, which were devoted to 
active combat phases.

Nat. Guard Air Units 

Announcement was made by the War 
Department this week of location of the 
second of the two additional National 
Guard observation squadrons which will 
be organized this year. The second 
squadron, to be known as the 152nd Ob- 
servation Squadron (Corps and Divi- 
sion), will be organized in Rhode Island, 
While the other squadron—the 53rd 
will be formed in Mississippi, as recently 
stated in the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL. 

The Mississippi unit goes to the town 
of Meridian, the home of Representative 
Ross Collins, member of the subcommit- 
tee on War Department appropriations.

Army School Policies 
(Coutinued from First Page) 


Leavenworth, It is now provided that the 
chiefs of branches will furnish the names 
of all eligible officers who have higher 
numerical general ratings than any one 
of the principals or alternates recom- 
mended “together with such remarks as 
may be pertinent.” Differences of opinions 
as to the merits of the officers which can 
not be settled between the Chiefs of 
branches and the Adjutant General will 
be decided by the Chief of Staff. 

The texts of the new directives follow: 

Army War College 

1. The General Service Schools are under 
the supervision and control of the War De 
partment (paragraph 3d, AR 350-5). Final 
selection of students is largely upon 
the recommendations of Chiefs of Arms and 
Services. The following instructions per 
tain to the selection of students for the Army 
War College. 

2. Number and apportionment.

Marine Sergeant Honored 
Set. Maj. Gilbert L. Owens, USMC, at 





present on duty with the Fleet Marine 
Force, San Diego, was awarded a Silver 
Life Saving Medal by the Treasury De- 
partment on 23 Aug. for his bravery in 
rescuing Maj. (then captain) Orin HL. 
Wheeler, USMC, from drowning off 
Lahaina Roads, Maui, T. H., on 30 March 
1938, 


During landing force exercises at 
Lahaina Roads, a heavy surf hit the 
stern of one of the boats violently, throw- 
ing Major Wheeler over the side. When 
Major Wheeler came to the surface he 
was some 70 feet off shore and he ap- 
peared in extreme difliculty due to his 
equipment and the extremely heavy sea. 
Sergeant Major Owens, a member of the 
boat’s party, without regard to his per- 
sonal safety dived overboard into the 
heavy surf and succeeded in assisting 
Major Wheeler to the shore. The water 
was so rough at this time that many of 
the boats were swamped during the 
landing and boats in succeeding landing 
groups were not permitted to land. 





Four Captains Retire 


Four captains of the Navy, three of 
them in the Medical Corps, head the offi- 
cers who will retire 1 Sept. for various 
causes. 

The single captain of the line, Joseph 
V. Ogan, who is retiring, has completed 
30 years’ service in the Navy, much of it 
spent in the Orient. Born at McArthur, 
Ohio, 13 Nov. 1883, by 1907 he was com- 
manding officer of the Paragua and later 
the Barry. In 1919, Captain Ogan com- 
manded first submarine division 15, then 
submarine division 17. Going to Tokyo in 
1928 as naval attache, he subsequently 
became, in 1933, chief of staff to the com- 
mander in chief of the Asiatic Fleet. The 
following year he commanded the South 
China Patrol, and in 1935 became naval 
aide on the staff of the High Commis- 
sioner to the Philippines. 

Capt. Robt. G. Heiner, MC, who is also 
retiring after 30 years’ service, was born 
6 Jan. 1877 at Ft. Randalls, 8. D. During 
the world War he served from June 1917 
to Aug. 1918 aboard the transport Mount 
Vernon, then went on liaison duty with 
the U. S. Army at St. Nazaire, France, 
in connection with the transportation 
home of sick and wounded American sol- 
diers, remaining at this post until May 
1919. He is author of a text book which 
was used by the Naval Academy’s depart- 
ment of hygiene from 1916 to 1935. 

Capt. Frederick E. Porter, MC, who is 
retiring at age 64, was born 1 Aug. 1875 
at New Richmond, Ohio. He has been on 
leave since 1 July when he was detached 
as inspector of Medical Department activ- 
ities on the East Coast, preparatory to 
retirement. Graduating from Vanderbilt 
University in 1901, Captain Porter was 
commissioned assistant surgeon in 1904 
and medical director, with rank of cap- 
tain, in 1925. During the World War he 
was at Portsmouth, N. H., Naval Hos- 
pital, and since has commanded the 
Naval Hospitals at Guam, Puget Sound 
and San Diego. 

The fourth captain retiring, Frank F. 


Sellers, MC, was born in Rockingham 
County, Va., 14 Aug. 1875. He holds the 
Mexican and Victory Medals and the 


Marine Expeditionary Medal for Haitian 
service.

Last Squalus Lift Soon 

With the submarine Squalus, after two 
lifts and tows, now grounded in 90 feet 
of water, four miles off Rye Beach, N. H,, 
and ten miles from Portsmouth Navy 
Yard, Navy salvagers predict that about 
one more week will see the sunken vessel 
above the ocean, ready for the last tow 
into Portsmouth. 
Divers are now making the vessel ready 
for the final lift, which it is expected will 
be done by filling the vessel with air so 
that she rises without the assistance of 
pontoons, 
The first lift saw the vessel raised to 
within 160 feet of the surface from the 
240-foot depth in which she had rested 
since she sank 23 May, except for a 
momentary “jump” to the surface on 13 
July. The tow in shore was halted when 
she grounded on an uncharted pinnacle, 
The second lift, made 17 Aug. brought the 
vessel and her 26 dead within 90 feet of 
the surface and six miles from where she 
had first sunk.

Favors Woodring Plan 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I am in favor of the Woodring plan as 
providing the best means for revitaliza- 
tion of the Army with a scheme on which 
we can get maximum agreement. 

I object to the surplus-in-grade, limited 
service plan because it carries officers on 
the active list while restricting their use 
instead of allowing all officers on active 
duty to be available for all duties. I 
particularly object to the feature of ex- 
empting certain branches from operation 
of the retirement provision for stated 
periods. 

I believe the most satisfactory method 
available is to promote all line officers 
in accordance with years of service. The 
best suggestion along that line that I 
have seen is as follows:

Equal Consideration 
Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

I do not desire any more consideration 

nor any less consideration—than any 
other citizen of the United States of 
America who is, has been or may be an 
officer of the United States (regular) 
Army. Every officer, when he enters the 
service, should be able to expect that he 
will retire in the grade of Colonel pro- 
viding he reaches that age in active ser- 
vice, i.e., is not retired for physical dis- 
ability. 

There is no reason why A, who enters 
the service in 1910 and C, who enters in 
1930 should retire in the grade of Colonel 
und B, who enters (permanent commis- 
sion) in 1920 should retire in a lesser 
grade—all things being equal as far as 
the officers are concerned—when the only 
smirch upon B’s record is that he is a 
veteran of the World War. 

A hundred years from now the con- 
templation of their records couldn't be 
set forth as an example of equity. 

When an officer retires he goes to have 
his abode in a civil community and he 
should expect to have the respect of the 
persons making up that community and 


not patronized as a good natured old 
codger of comparatively simple men- 
tality. This respect depends upon 


whether these people believe that he was 
n success in life, profesionally (unless 
he was retired in low grade on account 
of physical disability) and what they 
think about this well depend upon the 
retired officer’s rank, They will not know 
the reason for a low rank and any ex- 
planation on his part will be set down 
as an alibi, There will also be a reflec- 
tion upon the service—for continuing 
such “dead wood” on active service as 
long as it did 

In 1958 the World War Officers of the 
U. S. (regular) Army should expect no 
better treatment—nor no less—than the 
Civil War Officers of the U. S. (regular) 
Army received in 1904—those of them 
that survive. 

In my humble opinion the temporary 
rank enjoyed in the Air Corps and the

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in the Medical Corps and the Chaplain's 
Corps is not warranted and is unfair 
class legislation which fails to contribute 
to a higher morale in the remaining offi- 
cers of the Army.

Proposed Age System 

Editor, ARMY AND Navy JourNnaL: 

The difficulties in connection with 
proper promotion in the Regular Army do 
not appear to be insurmountable. To 
make everybody happy and at the same 
time lay the ground work for a perma- 
nent promotion system I submit the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Settle on the ideal ages for each 

rank. (I presume that this has al- 

ready been decided). 

2. Place all officers whose ages come 
within the proper ages for each rank 
on a general promotion list, in the 
proper number of officers for each 
rank, 

3. Carry all officers who are too old for 
his rank as a running mate to the 
officer next junior to him who is on 
the promotion list. 

4. Promote the officer over age as his 
running mate on the promotion list 
is promoted until the former is 
either retired or reaches the age of 
sixty-four, 

By this method no one will be hurt, the 
overage officers will be happy, and the 
xovernment will be able to avail itself of 
their services during the time that they 
are capable of carrying on, and in the 
end the War Department will have all of 
its officers on a promotion list with the 
proper age in grade,

SHOULD A NECESSITY ARISE requiring the active employment of our Naval 
forces, the United States would have forcibly impressed upon it the value of an 
orderly, well planned building program. In spite of the fact that many millions of 
dollars have been appropriated for battleship construction in recent years and in 
spite of the fact that new construction has been authorized, contracts let and keels 
laid, if the Navy were called into action tomorrow its backbone of battleships would 
be composed of fifteen vessels all but two of which were laid down prior to our en- 
trance into the World War. The most modern battleship in the United States Fleet 
is the West Virginia, the keel for which was laid in April of 1920. From there the 
ages of our battleships range back to the venerable USS Arkansas, the keel for which 
was laid in January of 1910 and which was commissioned twenty-seven years ago, 
Furthermore, even though we resumed our battleship construction program two years 
ago, so great a task is the fabrication of the modern vessel of war that under the pres- 
schedule will not complete the first of the new battleships (the North Carolina) 
until November of 1941. The keels for three more have been laid but it will be 1942, 
1943, and 1944, respectively, before the Washington, the South Dakota, and the 
Massachusetts, will be completed. Four more battleships are under contract to be 
built, but their keels have not yet been laid and the estimated time for their con- 
struction is from four to more than four and a half years each, It is thus conceiva- 
ble that we could wage a major war before any of our new battleships could be of 
use to us. Of course, should an emergency arise, or should the present extreme ten- 
sion continue, it is quite likely that the administration will take steps to speed up 
the construction of big vessels by putting construction work on a 24 hour basis, It 
is understood that such a step is under serious consideration and that studies are 
being made to determine how fast the production program could be speeded up. In- 
formed opinion believes that the best that can be hoped for under pressure of an 
emergency is to halve the estimated construction time, Even so, our fleet would have 
to operate for a considerable time with vessels designed before Jutland’s lessons were 
available. Too, the cost would be materially increased, All of which could have been 
avoided had we, following the World War, carried forward an orderly construction 
program instead of placing our reliance in pacts and treaties. 


FIELD EXERCISES OF THE TYPE just completed by the First Army under 
Lieutenant General Hugh A. Drum contribute more to the preparedness program of 
the United States than is generally realized throughout the country. The maneuvers, 
involving some 75,000 Regulars, National Guardsmen, and Reservists, cost approxi- 
mately $400,000 to conduct and, as might be expected, there has been some rumbling 
from the uninformed against such an expenditure to “play at war.” However, short 
of actual war, there is no other method approaching the effectiveness of field exercises 
in preparing officers and enlisted men for their mission of defense. It is the only way 
in which the higher commanders can get any actual practice in the duties they must 
perform in an emergency. The enormous amount of staff work, by the Army, the 
Corps, and the Division, that must be carried on for many months in advance of 
a field exercise—with the exercises itself as an actual proving ground for its efficien- 
cy—gives genuine training for which there is no substitute. No small part in the re- 
sults of such an exercise is the physical and mental conditioning process which the 
officers and enlisted men undergo in the strenuous two weeks in the field. Perhaps 
the most important feature is the fact that they constitute the proving ground for 
organizational set-ups, for tactical doctrines, for new weapons and their uses, and 
new modes of transportation. For at least a year following each exercise, the staff of 
the Army which conducted it,the War Department General Staff,and the Chiefs ofArms 
and services, delve deeply into the reports and studies of what occurred in the field. 
Training programs are reshaped according to the lessons learned, modifications and 
improvements of weapons are undertaken, new uses are found for old weapons. Very 
much more secretively, the War Plans Division of the General Staff evaluates the mili- 
tary operations, ferreting out the weak points in our defense plans and finding means 
of strengthening them when money and men become available. Of enormous benefit 
is the opportunity afforded by the exercises for the Regular service, the National 
Guard, and the Reserves to work side by side and to learn and understand each other. 
From the standpoint of creating a wider mutual understanding between the popu- 
lace and the military, the exercises are extremely effective, for communities which 
otherwise never see soldiers are thrown into contact with them with the inevitable re- 
sult that their opinion of the service and the service man—and consequently of National 
Defense—is appreciably elevated. So great are the benefits of field exercises that 
they doubtless will be expanded in scope next year.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—As the AkMy AND Navy JourNAL goes to press this week, the ques- 
tion of peace or war in Europe is hanging in the balance, The world may know the 
answer at any moment, by the march of Hitler’s mobilized armies into Danzig and 
Poland, or by the speech Hitler will deliver tomorrow in commemoration of the 
World War Victory of Tannenburg. In the hope of averting another tragedy to 
humanity, the British Prime Minister and the British Minister for Foreign affairs, 
while reiterating the pledge to come to Poland's assistance in case she resists aggres- 
sion, have proclaimed their desire and willingness to negotiate a settlement of the 
questions at issue between the Berlin and Warsaw Governments. Under the chair- 
manuship of the King of the Belgians, the Oslo Nations of Europe made a strong plea 
for peace, the Pope has joined his voice to theirs, and President Roosevelt has urged 
King Emmanuel of Italy to use his influence to induce Hitler to refrain from the 
employment of force, pledging that in return for general disarmament he would 
promote international trade and the opening up of sources of raw materials, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt also communicated directly with Hitler and President Moscicki sug- 
gesting methods by which war could be averted, To these various cries, Hitler has 
thus far turned a deaf ear, According to Prime Minister Chamberlain, the Fuehrer 
demanded a free hand in eastern Europe and declared that any country which inter- 
fered would be to blame for an ensuing war. 

To put the situation in another way: Great Britain and France have declared 
solemnly and repeatedly they will fight if Poland goes to arms to resist German ag- 
gression. Germany has demanded the return of Danzig to the Reich and a passage- 
way across the Polish Corridor. Her demands may be increased by continued Polish 
refusal to comply. The Polish Government has asserted that it will not permit German 
absorption of Danzig, that it will not cede any part of its province of Pomorze 
through which the Corridor runs, and it has mobilized to protect all its territory. 
Clearly one side or the other must back down, and no one for a moment believes it 
will be Hitler. If war be averted, Foreign Minister Beck must go to Berchtesgaden 
und surrender, just as the representatives of Austria and Czecho Slovakia went with 
dreary misgivings to give their country to the Nazi Dictator. 

Perhaps, the British and French Governments are advising Beck to make this 
humiliating journey, and negotiate the best terms he can with the conqueror. For, 
as yet, neither British nor French vital interests have been affected. It was once said 
that if there were no Austro-Hungary it would have to be created for the peace of 
Europe. Events have proved this to be true. But as the old Empire was an ally of 
Germany, the territory which Hitler has embraced will be no stronger politically than 
it was before 1914, even though he regain Danzig and Silesia, connect with East 
Prussia, and have Hungary as his ally. So, looking at the situation broadly, the 
British and French Governments can afford to permit Poland to make concessions, 
and, if undercover representations are effective, war by this means will be avoided. 

The might of the position Hitler occupies came to him as a result of the skillful 
way in which he outtraded the British and French at Moscow. While a British 
diplomatic Mission and a British and French contingent of General Staff Officers 
were soliciting Russian participation in the plan for the encirclement of Germany, 
Hitler and Stalin, with the most supreme secrecy, were perfecting their non-aggression 
pact and their commercial treaty. By the latter engagement, both Governments ob- 
tained large credits for exchange of Russian grain and other raw materials for Ger- 
man manufactures of machinery, ete. The fact of the existence of the commercial treaty 
was the first intimation of a rapproachement between Hitler, the author of the anti- 
comintern policy and the excluder of the Soviets from the Munich conference, and 
Stalin, the arch foe of Nazism and Fascism. Hardly was the news of the commercial 
agreement made public than the world was informed of the conclusion of the so- 
called anti-aggression pact. That pact abruptly destroyed the hopes of the British 
and French for Rassian assistance in their struggle to arrest German expansion. It 
specifically bound Russia not to associate herself with “any other grouping of powers 
which directly or indirectly is aimed” at Germany. Thus Stalin answered Great 
Britain and France. It implied Soviet neutrality in an European war, or during the 
conquest of Poland, which would mean that Russian grain and oil and other ma- 
terials would be available for German purchase and employment to obtain victory. 
Russia’s gain is security on her western front and freedom to devote her entire mili- 
tary attention to the Far East. The Treaty provides that should Russia or Germany 
“become the object of warlike acts by a third power, the other party will in no way 
support this third power.” Doubtless Germany will assure Japan that through the 
consultation clause in the Treaty she can promote Japanese interests, but the Tokyo 
Authorities may well feel that their partner in the anti-comintern pact, who has 
used them for her interests, has discarded them and left them to face Russia alone. 
Mussolini, too, who has been a persistent Communist baiter, might well feel he has 
been betrayed. Hints that have come to Washington, however, are that he was 
fully informed of the Russian negotiations and approved of them. He believes that 
through Soviet neutrality, Germany can achieve her territorial aims, and with the 
loss of prestige thereby suffered by Great Britain and France, he can the more easily 
move to the Itslian reward. 

For the United States, the repudiation of Japan by Germany means that that 
Nation is friendless and alone in her operations in China. Her statesmen are care- 
fully examining their situation. They may find it necessary to abandon their anti- 
British campaign in China. They may be compelled to press the Chiang-Sai-Chek 
Government to enter into a peace treaty. It is altogether likely they will be the more 
disposed to meet the American and British point of view. If this turns out to be the 
case, then the British and French, relieved of concern in the Far East, will be in a 
stronger position to deal with the European Totalitarian Dictators. There are, how- 
ever, reports current that the Japanese and Russians are preparing to sign a non- 
aggression pact, in which event an ominous situation would arise for the democracies. 

Reports that the British mission left Moscow after the announcement of the 
pact with Germany are, it is understood, unfounded. As a matter of fact, there is 
talk of the British staying to sign a non-aggression pact with the Soviets. In the 
meantime it has been announced that Poland and England have exchanged mutual 
guarantees along the lines of their past statements. 











Minelayers Meet—Personnel of the war-time Navy who cooperated with the British 
in the laying of a barrage of mines across the North Sea, from the Orkney Islands to 
Norway, will hold a Twenty Years After reunion and banquet at the Boston City 





Club, at 6:30 p. m., 30 Aug. 

Incorporated in July 1922 as the North Sea Mine Force Association, the World 
War sailors, many of whom are still in the Navy, have as their honorary president 
Rear Adm. Reginald R, Belknap, USN-Ret, who was in charge of the mine-laying 
operations. 

Men of the force began early in 1918 to lay a screen of mines across the North 
Sea to cut German U-boats off from the Atlantic. By 26 Oct. 1918 a chain of mines 
had been laid completely across the sea, from the Orkneys to Norway. 


Quartermaster Corps—aAlthough details of the operation of the commissary branch 
of the Quartermaster Corps after the new eligible lists for commissary go into effect 
1 Nov. are not yet perfected, it was learned from personnel officials that no radical 
changes will be made. Noncommissioned officers of the supply branch now on com- 
missary duty will be kept on those assignments unless they are transferred or sepa- 
rated from the service by retirement or expiration of enlistment. 

New vacancies in commissary posts will be filled from the new list, and will be 
made whenever a station informs the QMC that it needs a commissary sergeant. 

No prediction could be made as to the rate of promotion on the list. It was thought, 
however, that there would be no initial spurt in promotions when the lists are put 
into effect, and that, indeed, promotions would tend to be more rapid later on than 
just after 1 Nov. 

Orders have been issued for all enlisted men of the Quartermaster Corps who 
are to attend the Quartermaster School, at Philadelphia, P’a., except those from the 
4th and Sth Corps Areas. Men from these two areas will be issued orders later, since 
they will proceed to the school by sea from Charleston, S. C. 

Classes will begin at the school 1 Oct. and continue until about 31 May. The class 
will number 65 enlisted men. 


Navy Line Changes—Due to arrive in Washington tomorrow is Rear Adm. Harry 
Iki. Yarnell, who relinquished command of the Asiatic Fleet and rank of admiral to 
Adm. Thomas ©. Hart on 25 July. Admiral Yarnell, who will reach the age of 64 
on 18 Oct., will spend the remaining time before his retirement 1 Noy. consulting 
with Navy officials here on the Far Eastern situation. 

Orders were issued by the Navy Department this week detaching Capt. T. G. 
Stapler as commander of the South China Patrol and ordering him to the Third Naval 
District. Captain Stapler’s two-year tour of duty in that post has been completed, 
and the commander-in-chief, Asiatic Fleet, must now appoint a successor, Depart- 
ment officials here said, 

Rear Adm, A. P. Fairfield last Saturday assumed command of Battleship Divi- 
sion 3, relieving Rear Adm. John D. Wainwright in formal ceremonies held aboard 
the battleship Idaho, flagship of the division. As commander of the division, Admira! 
Fairfield will supervise operations of the Idaho, New Mexico and Maryland. 


Ordnance Department—The twentieth annual meeting of the Army Ordnance As- 
sociation will be held in two parts this year, one day being spent in a business meet- 
ing at Washington, D. C., and the second day being given over to demonstrations at 
Aberdeen Proving Ground. At the first session, 11 Oct., professional and technical 
discussions will be held, while 12 Oct. will be spent at the proving ground. 

In view of the large attendance expected at the annual meeting, invitations to the 
Aberdeen demonstrations will probably be restricted to members of the association. 

Twenty-three Ordnance officers in Washington, including Maj. Gen. Charles M. 
Wesson, chief of ordnance, have entered a golf tournament which will begin 3 Sept. 
and end about 15 Oct. Play will be held at the Army and Navy Country Club, and 
the first round is expected to be completed by 9 Sept. The second round should be 
finished 16 Sept., the third 23 Sept. Semi-finals are scheduled for 30 Sept. and finals 
for 7 Oct. 

The play tournament is directed by Capt. Gerson K. Heiss, OD, who is on duty 
in the office, Assistant Secretary of War.

Shipbuilding Program—The Shore Establishment System of the Navy is operating 
at an all-time high for peacetime, as the Navy carries its shipbuilding program toward 
completion, A total of 85,000 civilian personnel are laboring, in many instances in 
three shifts, to build the vessels and to implement the fleet that, when completed, will 
be according to many authorities the greatest in the world. At every Navy Yard, the 
number of employees has increased tremendously. In total, the civilian employees of 
the Navy have increased from 65,800 in March of 1938 to 85,000 in June of 1939. 

In total employment, the Portsmouth Navy Yard has had a steady, slight increase. 
The lack of a sudden upward jump at this yard is explained by the fact that Ports- 
mouth has been loaded down with submarine construction for some time, leaving 
little room for increase. However, at the Boston Navy Yard, the employment curve 
sweeps sharply upward from a figure of about 2600 employees in March of 1938 to 5200 
in June of 1989. From 7350 employees in January of 1938, the employment curve at 
the New York Yard shows an increase to about 8400 in June of 1939, with yet greater 
increase forecast as battleship construction gets under-way. At the Philadelphia yard, 
the same story is reflected, employment increasing from 5200 in February of 1938 to 
8100 June of 1939. At Norfolk the increase has been from 4750 to 7150 between Febru- 
ary of 1938 and June of 1939. Charleston, usually a static yard with regard to employ- 
ment, has seen its force doubled as the graphs show an employment of 1250 in January 
of 1988, with a rise to 2375 in June of 1939. Employment at Mare Island has in- 
creases from 4500 in March of 1938 to 5850 in June of 1939. Puget Sound Navy Yard 
increased its personnel from 300 in February of 1938 to 5150 in June of 1939. Pearl 
Harbor, exclusively a repair yard, has also shared in the general increase from about 
1700 employees in March of 1938 to slightly more than 2000 in June of 1939. Another 
repair yard, Cavite, has ranged up and down on the employment graph but has 
averaged about 2300 during the past eighteen months. At the Washington Navy Yard, 
the employment graph shows a gradually increasing upward curve, but officials say 
that the Yard is operating at very close to capacity in turning out guns for the new 
ships of the fleet. At present about 8400 employees are engaged at the Washingtoa 
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yard. There has been a gradual increase at the Naval Aircraft Factory from slightly 
less than 1600 in January, 1988 to about 1900 in June of 1939. 


Army Air Corps—Daily air exhibitions and a ground exhibit of various types of 
tighting machines will be presented by the Army Air Corps during the National Air 
Races at Cleveland, Ohio, 1 to 5 Sept. Tentative plans to visit the races have been 
made by Maj. Gen. H. H. Arnold, chief of Air Corps, while a delegation of other Air 
Corps Officers definitely will be onhand. 

A squadron of 21 P-36 planes will fly to Cleveland from Selfridge Field, Mich., on 
1 Sept. With three planes as spares, 18 ships will execute mass flying formations at 
Cleveland daily during the meet. Between flights the ships will be grounded and 
open for inspection. 

Also open for inspection at all times will be a collection of Air Corps ships, in- 
cluding a C-39, a B-15, a B-17, a B-18A and an A-19. 

If General Arnold flies to Cleveland, he will be the War Department’s repre- 
sentative there. Lt. Col. Ira C. Eaker, AC, will be assistant to the representative, and 
Maj. Arthur I, Ennis, of the Air Corps information section, will be press relations 
officer. Others who will attend are Maj. Earl C. Ewart, press relations officer of the 
War Department, and Maj. John J. Homan and 1st Lt. Harold W. Bowman, from 
Wright Field. 


European Squadron—The USS Herbert and USS Dickerson, destroyers, will pro- 
ceed to European waters for duty in Squadron 40-T as reliefs for the USS Badger 
and USS Jacob Jones. The Herbert and Dickerson will depart from Norfolk Navy 
Yard on or about 18 Oct. When relieved, the Badger and Jacob Jones will proceed 
to Norfolk and report to the Commander in Chief, U. 8S. Fleet for duty in Atlantic 
Squadron. 

The Commanding Officer of the Herbert is Lt. Comdr. Earl V. Sherman, USN, and 
of the Dickerson, Lt. Comdr. FE. E. Woods. 


Bureau of Aeronauties—Lakehurst Naval Air Station reports that its last overnight 
free balloon race resulted in a tie, the No. 1 balloon, piloted by Lt. E. J. Sullivan, 
landing at Gardiner, Mass., and the No. 2 balloon, piloted by Lt. C. 8. Rounds, land- 
ing at Ballston Spa, N. Y. The airline distances from both places to Lakehurst are 
identical. 

Also unusual was the fact that Lieutenant Sullivan in 1931 landed his free balloon 
at Gardiner in the same field in which he ended his later flight. 

The dirigible TC-14 has made a flight from Lakehurst to Cape Hatteras, N. C., 
to celebrate the Naval Radio Compass Station there. 

During her stay in San Francisco, the USS Saratoga was boarded by a total 
of 10,019 visitors, an average of 668 a day. This number was taken aboard and to 
shore without mishap although afternoon winds of 20 to 30 knots prevailed. 


Finance Department—The Finance Department and Adjutant General’s Depart- 
ment are now studying the recent decision of the Comptroller General (printed on 
page 1177 of the 12 Aug. issue of the AkRMy AND Navy JouRNAL) which held that a 
number of officers of the non-promotion list branches of the Army who were emergency 
officers during the World War and were subsequently commissioned in grades below 
that of major by the Act of 4 June 1920 are entitled to constructive service for pay 
purposes for service prior to regular commission. 

Until the study is completed, no estimates will be released on the number to be 
affected by the decision, although the War Department, protesting a prior decision, 
stated that it would cost “hundreds of thousands of dollars.” The recent decision 
was a reaffirmation of the prior decision. 

With Lt. Col. Edwin J. O’Hara, executive officer to the Chief of Finance on leave 
until 5 Sept., his place at the executive’s desk is being taken by Capt. W. T. Johnson, 
assistant executive. 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—A $4,702,240.80 contract for steel plates was 
awarded this week by the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, Navy Department. The 
bureau also let contract for $716,900.60 for spare parts of airplanes, $62,852.16 for air 
conditioning and refrigerating plants, and $56,917.32 for pump parts, as well as many 
smaller contracts. 


Signal Corps—The Signal Corps’ share of the increases authorized by the Army 
expansion acts is 46 officers and 752 men, the former to be obtained over a two-year 
period, and the latter during the present fiscal year. Commissioned increases are 
being obtained directly from the Military Academy, by transfer and detail from other 
branches and by inductions into the Army of Thomason Act Reserve Officers on 
active duty. 

All enlisted increases are being made in the seventh grade. Of these 140 were 
obtained in July and this month. An additional 20 will be enlisted in September and 
in every following month, through April 1940. In May 1940 226 men will be enlisted, 
and a like number in June, giving the Signal Corps its 752 men. Increases in grades 
and ratings, to give the angmented Signal Corps the same proportions in each grade 
that it now has, will be made in February 1940. 

Col. Spencer B. Akin, who was promoted to that rank last week, has reported 
to the Chief Signal Officer here from Panama to relieve Maj. W. O. Reeder in charge 
of the code section. Major Reeder is detailed to instruction at the Command and 
General Staff School, Ft. Leavenworth, Kan. Another new arrival is Capt. W. T. 
Guest who has arrived from Duncan Field, Texas, succeeding Lt. Col. D. M. Crawford 
48 Officer in charge of the communication liaison division. Colonel Crawford has been 
ordered to instruction at the Army War College here. 


Submarines to Asia—A Navy project of long standing will be carried out about 
the end of this year when six submarines are sent from Pearl Harbor, T. H., to the 
Asiatic Fleet to replace vessels of the World War type now attached to that flotilla. 
Che replaced submersibles will be returned to the United States, but date of their 
return—as well as actual date of their relief by the newer ships—has not yet been 
Set. Vessels to go to the Orient are the Perch, Pickerel, Permit, Tarpon, Porpoise and 
Pike. Their places at Pearl Harbor will be taken by some of the new submarines 
baie being launched and commissioned. It is the addition of these new vessels which 
'S making possible the relief of the old subs with the Asiatic Fleet, but whether the 
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relieved vessels will be decommissioned or retained on the active list will depend 
upon world conditions at the time the relief is made, 


Medical Corps—lIncreases authorized for the Medical Department during the next 
ten years will give that service by 1949 about 50 per cent more officers of the Medical 
Corps, exactly 100 per cent more Dental Corps officers, the same number of Veterinary 
Corps officers, and 56 less officers in the Medical Administrative Corps. On 30 June 
1936, strength of the Medical Department commissioned personnel was: Medical 
Corps, 983 ; Dental Corps, 158; Veterinary Corps, 126; Medical Administrative Corps, 
72. On 30 June 1949, the commissioned strengths will be: Medical Corps, 1,384; 
Dental Corps, 300; Veterinary Corps, 126, and Medical Administrative Corps, 72. 

When the Medical Administrative Corps is reduced by attrition to the 16 pharma- 
cists now authorized for this corps by Congress, of the additional 56 officers now 
constituting this corps, 40 are to be allotted to the Medical Corps and 16 to the Dental 
Corps. At that time the authorized strength of the commissioned personnel of the 
Medical Department will be: Medical Corps, 1,424; Dental Corps, 316; Veterinary 
Corps, 126, and Medical Administrative Corps, 16. 

The Congressional acts of 1 July 1937, and 29 Jan, 1938, authorized an increase of 
200 officers of the Medical Corps and 100 officers of the Dental Corps in four yearly 
increments of 50 and 25 respectively. A further increase was authorized by Congress 
in connection with the Air Corps expansion program, effective 1 Jan. 1940, of 33 
officers of the Medical Department of the Regular Army and also extended active duty 
for 192 officers of the Medical Department Reserves. Of the Regular Army increases 
effective 1 Jan. 1940, 27 are to be officers of the Medical Corps and six are to be 
officers of the Dental Corps. The 192 Medical Department Reserve Officers on ex- 
tended active duty are to be replaced in equal annual increments over a period of 
ten years by officers of the Regular Army Medical and Dental Corps in the relative 
proportion previously authorized, making the authorized strength of the respective 
corps of the Medical Department on 30 June 1949 those stated above. 


Navy Vessels—The active list of Navy vessels has been increased by five so far this 
month by commissioning of four new vessels and recommissioning of the harbor tug 
Napa, which had been out of commission at Olongapo. Three of the new vessels 
which hoisted the commission pennant are destroyers, They are the Sims, commis- 
sioned at Boston 1 Aug.; the Hammann, commissioned at New York, 11 Aug., and 
the Sterrett, commissioned at Charleston 15 Aug. The fourth vessel is the tanker 
Neosho, sister ship of the Cimarron, commissioned at New York 7 Aug. She has 
proceeded to Philadelphia Navy Yard for fitting out. The Napa was commissioned 
at Cavite, P. L., on 15 Aug. 


Quartermaster Corps—Contract was let by the Quartermaster Corps 22 Aug. for 
construction of insulated houses to be taken in sections on the Antarctic expedition 
when it sails from Boston in October. The houses were designed especially by the 
Quartermaster Corps at the request of the Interior Department and of Rear Adm, 
Richard BE. Byrd, USN-Ret., leader of the expedition, who went over the plans with 
Maj. Andre L, Violante, chief of the building section, new construction division, 

It was Major Violante’s section which produced designs for the portable buildings 
used by the Civilian Conservation Corps. 

Orders to design the structures were given the QMC on 7 July, and by 4 Aung. 
plans have been drawn and invitations for bids issued. The bids were opened 21 
Aug. and contract awarded the following day on a bid of $21,832. This amount covers 
fabrication of eight buildings in sections and delivery to Boston Army Base by 2 Oct. 

Each of the two camps to be established in Antarctica will have a bunk house, and 
mess house, a scientific building, a workshop and an outpost building. The panels of 
which the houses are formed are constructed of pine backed with ply wood, with dead 
spaces filled with mineral wool, providing good insulation and great strength. The 
materials, floors, walls and roof will be cempletely fireproof and will be designed 
to withstand the weight of 15 feet of snow. In fact, plans for the camps call for a 
complete underground layout with buildings, supply caches, dog kennels and work 
quarters all connected by tunnels. 

Contracts in the amount of $1,946,856 have also been let by the Quartermaster 
Corps for temporary barracks, mess halls and recreation rooms at various Air Corps 
stations throughout the United States. 

Although allocations were made for the temporary structures less than a month 
ago, contracts were let for the whole of the projects between 1 and 15 Aug. Only ex- 
ception was Hensley Field, for which the temporary housing project has been can- 
celled. The buildings are expected to be about 75 per cent complete by 30 Sept. and 
completed by 1 Nov. Plans and specifications are being prepared for the more perma- 
nent structures—-hangars, service buildings, ete.—to be erected under the program, 
and on which construction will proceed more slowly. 

The fields at which temporary buildings are to be erected under the new contracts 
are: Barksdale, Bolling, Brooks, Chanute, Duncan, Hamilton, Kelly, Langley, Lowry, 
March, Mitchel, Moffett, Patterson, Scott, Selfridge and Maxwell. 


Naval Air Board—It was learned this week that one of the proposals under study 
by the Naval board convened to make recommendations concerning future policy to- 
ward aviation personnel is one that would commission ex-aviation cadets into the 
line of the Navy. It is said that a suggestion has been made that reserve Ensigns 
(formerly aviation cadets) now on active duty with the fleet, who have completed 
college, might be given a one year intensive post-graduate course at the Naval Academy 
and commissioned in the line. Advocates of this proposal say that the new ensigns 
on active duty have already been indoctrinated and that due to their maturity could 
absorb enough post-graduate work to merit their absorption in the line of the Navy. 

The study now being made is at the direction of Congress, which wrote into the 
Aviation Cadet Act of 1939 a directive asking for a study of both active and reserve 
aviation personnel and for recommendations regarding legislation to correct the situ- 
ation now extant. In round figures, there are about one thousand Naval Academy 
graduates who hold flight ratings. There are about 800 reserve officers on active duty 
in flight ratings. Due to the number of Academy graduates that hold “desk” jobs, 
it is assumed that the number of Naval Academy and non-Naval Academy pilots is 
about equal. It was found necessary last year to enact “stop-gap” legislation to retain 
the services of experienced pilots. Observers this week pointed out that at the con- 
clusion of the four-year extension, the pilots will then be even more valuable to the 
Navy and consequently efforts will be made to lengthen the tour of duty. At this

point, it was said, the question of “Naval careers” will arise, and will have to be met. 
As forecast by the ARMy AND Navy JourNaL long before Congress convened for the 
First Session of the 76th Congress, aviation cadets have been retained on active duty 
and given greater advantages. It now becomes more apparent, with the expansion 
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of the Army Air Corps and the opportunities offered for regular commission in the 
Army, the Navy will have to take further steps to retain the services of competent 


pilots. Civil aviation is luring many of the best pilots and the more concrete advan- | 


tages offered by the Army have increased the Navy’s problem. 

Most persistent objection that has been raised in the Navy against commissioning 
aviation cadets into the line of the Navy has been based on the contention that 
these officers have not had the benefits of Annapolis indoctrination. However, it has 
been noted on several occasions that commanding officers of ships to which aviation 


cadets are attached have been warm in their praise of the morale and ability of | 
the reserve officer group. The board is scheduled to report to Congress in January its | 


recommendations regarding legislation to maintain the efficiency of the Naval air arm, 
and whether or not the above mentioned course is adopted, it is almost certain that 
some method of continuous service for reserve aviators will have to be adopted. 


Exhibits Division—Visitors to the New York World’s Fair as well as to the Golden 
Gate Exposition in San Francisco are much impressed by the ingenuity and realism 
displayed in the National Defense exhibits on view there. Few know that the 
dioramas which visualize the work of the various branches of the Army, the Navy, 
Marine Corps and the Merchant Marine are produced by the recently created Ex- 
hibits Division of the Adjutant General’s Office. Brig. Gen. Frank C. Burnett, As- 
sistant Adjutant General, is director of exhibits, and Lt. Col. Henry B. Lewis, 
AGD, USA, is his assistant. The Exhibits Division procured the use of a number of 
buildings formerly employed by the Corps of Engineers in connection with the water 
supply system for the District of Columbia. A wood working shop was installed, 
sculptors, artists and designers employed, and soon an efficient organization was 
producing the dioramas which have elicited the praise of all who have seen them. 


At the New York fair the first diorama in the Army’s display is one featuring 
the Infantry in wartime action. The setting is a shelled-ruined village. The cycle 
starts with dawn rising in the east, followed by bright sunlight in which miniature 
figures enguged in various phases of the Infantry in attack are shown. Night falls, 
and a tiny spotlight picks up each individual or group, in turn, a rifleman, a soldier 
in a crater hurling a grenade, a tank making its way through barbed wire, a 30- 
calibre machine crew in action, a 37-mm, gun crew working its piece, and an $1-mm, 
mortar with a crew. As the spotlight illuminates each section, legend plates are 
also illuminated explaining its functions and operations. Other dioramas treat of the 
Field Artillery, the Coast Artillery, the Signal Corps, Medical Department, ete. 
Some are of the three or four phase type; that is, the scene dissolves and a new 
scene appears while the spectators watch, Novel ideas enliven others, such as in 
the case of the Coast Artillery’s diorama where a mechanical arrangement gives 
the ocean breakers the illusion of continually rolling in and breaking on the beach. 


Marine Corps—An additional brigadier general, three additional colonels, four 
additional lieutenant colonels, nine majors and 15 captains will be appointed in the 
Marine Corps because of increases in the officer strength of the Corps. With the total 
of officers now 1,268, Acting Secretary of the Navy Edison has approved the increases 
in the higher grades, effective as of 14 Aug., to keep each grade up to authorized 
percentages.

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Financial Digest 

As far as they possibly can, the Au- 
thorities in Washington have prepared 
buffer machinery to meet the shock of a 
war in Europe. There have been daily 
conferences this week between officials 
of the Treasury Department, the Federal 
Reserve Bourd, the Security and Ex- 
change Commission, and leading bankers. 
At the end of July the total amount of 
earmarked gold in the United States was 
1.3 billion dollars, which is subject to the 
demand of the government owners, This 
gold could be used for the purchase of 
war materiels under the cash and carry 
plan. In his discussion of the European 
situation before Parliament, Prime Min- 
ister Chamberlain announced the raising 
of the London bank rate to 4 per cent, and 
urged business and the public to reduce 
their purchases of foreign exchange. He 
further suggested that capital should not 
be moved out of England, and that no 
more foreign assets be held than were 
strictly required for the normal purpose 
of business. The Federal Reserve Board 
experts have been analyzing these pro- 
posals and considering their effect upon 
American interests. As France is co- 
operating with the British Governmeut, 
it is believed the policy she will adopt 
will be identical with that announced by 
Chamberlain. Increase of the tension or 
war, or both are expected to affect the 
price of the pound and franc, and doubt- 
less the currency of the neutral states. 
As to the pound and franc, the Treasury 
will use its stabilization fund to prevent 
too sharp a drop in price so as to cushion 
the effect upon American trade. British 
and French holders of American securi 
ties may find it necessary to dump, but 
other foreigners with capital are expected 
to purchase. Therefore, a nervous condi- 
tion of the stock market is regarded as 
extremely likely. But for the moment 
nothing like closing the Stock and Com- 
modity Exchanges, as occurred in 1914, 
is contemplated, though, if war come, 
some such action may be tuken. 

The President is prepnred to call Con- 
gress into session should war break out. 
Hle will insist that the neutrality pro 
posals he submitted, be acted upon, and 
the chances are they would be promptly 
adopted. By such action, our markets 
will be thrown open to the British and 
French Governments, and the United 
States once more will become arsenal for 
those combatants. 

It is interesting to note that foreign as- 
sets in the United States are valued at 
9.5 billions of which 6.6 billions are held 
by European interests. Foreigners hold 4 
billions in American stocks and bonds, 2. 
billions of which are held by Europeans. 
Foreigners also hold short term banking 
funds in this country amounting to 2.6 
billions of which 1.7 billions are in the 
hands of Europeans. 

A critical period has occured in the oil 
industry. Following the 20 per cent re- 
duction in posted crude prices, a 15 day 
shut down of operations took place in the 
principal oil producing states. Simul- 
taneously, injunctions challenging the 
present method of setting allowables in 
the important East Texas field were 
handed down by a Federal Court. In ad- 
dition, two Federal agencies began in- 
vestigations of the Industry preliminary 
to the drafting of oil legislation to be pre- 
sented at the next session. The danger 
to the industry lies in the threat of 
federal control. Wendell L. Willkie, 
President of the Commonwealth & South- 
ern Corporation, has announced that his 
Corporation will increase its 1939 con- 
struction expenditures from 30 to 46 mil- 
lion dollars, It was Mr. Wlilkie who sold 
the Tennessee subsidiary of the Corpora- 
tion to the TVA and Tennessee munici- 
palities. His action is regarded as an 
answer to the question of whether Indus- 
try, in view of recent political trends, 
would increase capital expenditures.

Merchant Marine 

The America, largest ship to be built in 
the United States, will be launched 
Thursday, 31 Aug. by Mrs. Eleanor Roose- 
velt at the yards of the Newport News 
Shipbuilding and Drydock Co. Thousands 
of persons, including the entire Maritime 
Commission and many employees of that 
agency, Officials of United States Lines 
and of the shipyard are expected to see 
the 723-foot monster slide into the York 
River at 11:50 a.m, 

The simple ceremonies at the launching 
will be broadcast and will consist of short 
remarks by Mrs. Roosevelt; Rear Adm. 
Emory EE. Land, USN-Ret., commission 
chairman; Mr. John Franklin, president 
of U. S. Lines, and Mr. Homer L. Fergu- 
son, president of Newport News Ship- 
building and Drydock Co. 

Just a week more than a year will have 
elapsed since the keel of the 34,000-ton 
liner was laid 22 Aug. 1938, though de- 
livery to U. S. Lines is not scheduled un- 
til 20 Feb. 1940, It is expected that the 
America will join the Manhattan and 
George Washington in services from New 
York to Cobh, Plymouth, Southampton, 
Havre and Hamburg in the late spring 
or early summer of 1940. 

Construction of the America was under- 
taken by U. S. Lines, with the assistance 
of a 331/38 per cent subsidy, as a replace- 
ment of the Leviathan. Contract price is 
$15,750,000, with possible adjustments 
for increases in material or labor costs. 

The vessel has a beam of 92 feet and is 
75 feet from keel to promonade deck. 
Her engines will give her a speed of 22 
knots. A crew of 639 will be carried, and 
there are accommodations for 577 cabin 
class passengers, 409 tourist class pas- 
sengers and 233 third class passengers— 
a total of 1,200, 

Au enclosed swimming pool will pro- 
vide year-round diversion, and there are 
many spacious and well-designed public 
rooms for all classes of passengers. 

Robin Contract Awarded 

Contract for construction of three cargo 
vessels for the Seas Shipping Company 
was awarded this week by the Maritime 
Commission to Bethlehem Steel Co. on 
its low bid of $2,250,000 per vessel. 

The ships are steam propelled, and will 
be operated on Seas Shipping Company’s 
Robin Line service to South and East 
Africa. 

Three bids for construction of the ves- 
sels were opened 1 Aug., with Bethlehem’s 
Sparrows Point plant low bidder, 

Each vessel will displace 15,200 tons, 
have a length of 485 feet, draft of 27 feet 
and speed of 151% knots. 

Orient Contract Renewed 

The Maritime Commission this week 
renewed its contract with Pacific North- 
west Oriental Lines, Inec., for operation 
of a service from Puget Sound ports to 
the Far East. 

With Pacific Northwest as managing 
agents, the service is expected to be in- 
augurated 31 Aug. with the sailing from 
Seattle of the Satartia. Other sailings 
will be made at intervals of three-weeks. 

Having once cancelled its contract with 
the managing agent because of the inabil- 
ity of the company to obtain a crew due to 
union opposition, the commission renewed 
upon assurances that, though the Sailor's 
Union of the Pacific would not endorse 
hiring of crews through shipping com- 
missioners instead of through its own 
hiring halls, it would offer no opposition. 


Mail Courses for Cadets 

Another project authorized by amend- 
ments to the Merchant Marine Acts now 
being put into effect is the supplying of 
licensed and unlicensed personnel of 
American vessels with correspondence 
courses. The courses are intended pri- 
marily for cadets and cadet officers, but 
are also open to as many officers and sea- 
men as can be accommodated. 

Plans for operating the courses are not 
yet complete enough to permit applica- 
tions to be taken, but it expected that 
rules and regulations can be announced 
next month and applications then be re- 
ceived. 

Some of the courses prepared by the 
Coast Guard Institute will be employed. 





Others will be written by the Maritime 
Commission which is now in consultation 
with officials of the Institute at New 
London, Conn. When prepared, the 
courses will be distributed to cadets, 
cadet officers, licensed officers, and to un- 
licensed personnel whose applications are 
approved by their officers. 

Grading will be done and technical ad- 
vice given by the Maritime Commission 
which will place qualified supervisors in 
the major ports. 

Under present plans each student of 
the courses will be required to buy the 
textual material furnished—a cost of 
about $6 per student for each year’s 
course. This condition will not only in- 
sure that courses will be taken by only 
those determined to study them but will 
also permit each student to retain his 
texts for reference after his studies have 
been completed. 


18,000 See Red Jacket 

An estimated 18,000 persons witnessed 
documentation ceremones of the C-2 cargo 
vessel Red Jacket last week at Rockland, 
Me., following trials of the new vessel off 
that city. Present at the ceremonies were 
the Maritime Service training ships 
American Seaman and Joseph Conrad, 
while the Maritime Commission was rep- 
resented by Commissioner Edward C., 
Moran, a native of Rockland, in which 
city was built the first Red Jacket, fa- 
mous clipper ship.

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French Morale 
COL. T. BENTLEY MOTT 
HH?’ do French assets in the matter 


of morale stand today? 

Pext-books used to say a good deal 
about the importance of an army’s 
moral forces, but wars have taken on 
such an amplitude that the old struggle 
on the field of battle is only one phase 
of a vast contest between the entire re- 
sources of the nations engaged, whether 
on sea or in the air, in the mines or the 
wheat fields, in the factories or the 
bunks, at home or in the colonies: 
everything counts ; and so, when they are 
studying the problems of a war, soldiers 
have to estimate the morale of countries 
rather than of armies. 


In France the army, since the end of 
1918. has never, at any moment, lost a 
particle of the high morale that charac 
terized it during the great struggle, but 
the same thing has not been true of the 
nation, After 1918 everybody was happy. 
The arrogant invader had been beaten 
to his knees, security smiled in every 
reunited family and the whole population 
began to spend the money the Germans 
were going to be made to pay. Then things 
started to change. Lloyd George, oblivious 
that the policy of Pitt and Walpole and 
Disraeli was no longer either necessary 
or wise, began to “build up” Germany as 
“England's best customer” and France’s 
best counterweight ; Poincaré’s fears and 
Foch’s warnings were ridiculed, and huge 
sums were loaned to the former enemy. 
American bankers, equally covetous of 
eight and ten per cent interest, followed 
the British lead, and docks, roads, gym 
nasiums and every kind of public con 
veniences were constructed with the bor 
rowed money, None of it has ever been re 
paid, none was ever intended to be repaid. 
The word “sucker” is as inescapable as 
it is ugly. 


Frenchmen, disillusioned and sour, felt 
bitterly regarding their former allies, but 
went on hoping for a change in their sen 
timents and for payments from Germany 
Which would cover the vast sums already 
spent from the French treasury to restore 
the devastated provinces. But England 
remained aloof. Americn grew hostile, 
finances went from bad to worse and fin 
ally the politicians had to quit their quar 
relling and Poincaré was brought back to 
power. With able and honest direction 
France’s finances, in one of those come 
lacks for which she is famous, quickly 
grew healthy again. But the dangers of 
mm empty treasury being once more al 
layed while Germany remained impo 
tent) party wrangling and politicians’ 
jealousies brought on a long period of con 
fusion and weakness. President Hoover's 
moratorium then dealt the last blow to 
French confidence, and the beginning of 
Germany's revival soon after filled the 
cup. 


At this moment the Soviets were spend 
ing great sums stirring up strife and revo 
lntion wherever the atmosphere seemed 
favorable. Few countries escaped their at 
tack. Italy and Tungary almost) sue 
cunmbed, Germany was poisoned, England 
ind the United States were only slightly 
affected. At last, faced with failure else 
Where, the Soviets concentrated upon 
Spain and France, where conditions of 
internal discord seemed to make success 
Possible. What they accomplished in Spain 
is now an open book, but, unlike Italy 
ind Germany, that country did not escape 
Without a civil war, and in France a sim 
ilar ontcome was hoped for : every scheme 
the Soviets could devise was tried to 
bring it about during the vear that fol 
lowed the formation of the Blum govern 
ment in the spring of 1936. Profiting by 
France’s evident weakness and England's 
hesitations for England's wobbling was 
Mtensified by her neighbor’s dissensions 
Germany reoccupied the Rhine provinces, 
reinstituted universal military service, 
‘Mtensified her armaments and annexed 
Austria. Then followed the seizing of 
Czechoslovakia and the threat to Rou 
Mania and Poland. 


All of this was the work of a spiritual 
‘nd political leader of the first class, hav- 
MZ as his instruments an obedient na- 
tion and a disciplined army. If today 


France is an equally obedient nation hav- 
ing an equally disciplined and better in- 
structed and officered army, the fact is 
due to no one man; it is due to the in 
herent virtues of the French race. In the 
one case we have an individual directing 
an efficient and courageous multitude 
that draw their inspiration from him; in 
the other we have highly intelligent and 
patriotic individuals backing up their 
leader and stimulating him with their 
own courage, determination and recovered 
unity. If the test comes and the decision 
is long drawn out, we will see a contest 
comparable to that which occupied 
Europe between 1805 and 1814. 

The enfeeblement of France, brought 
about by two years of Marxist domina 
tion, has cost her dear financially, 
economically, and morally, while her 
foreign situation was shot to pieces. 

Some of this has been repaired, some 
is in process of improvement. Ter re 
covery seems like a miracle to those not 
well acquainted with her history : but an 
illness makes a bad experience even for a 
good constitution. 

To seize Dantzig is an operation ma 
terially far easier for Germany than 
those she recently put over, and one more 
justifiable from oa racial point of view 
(however much it violates signed agree 
ments and threatens the existence of 
Poland) ; nevertheless it has not yet taken 
place and it can not be effected without 
at once bringing on the armed interven 
tion of France and Britain. Why is this 
so? What has changed? It is the morale 
as well as the armaments of the French 
and British nations. The symptoms of 
this new spirit are to be seen wherever 
we turn in France. The sit-down strike, 
invented and applied here with such en 
tire success by Soviet agents, seems now 
as dead as the Dodo, and ordinary strikes 
simply no longer take place; the proces 
sions bearing red banners, the insulting 
cries, the closed fists, of the Blum epoch 
may some day again make their appear 
anee, but at present they have gone to 
the dump with last year’s newspapers ; 
on the other hand, half of the five million 
trade unionists have quit the CC. G. T. 
union, all production has been stepped up, 
exports increased, workmen are making 
and spending good wages and severe re 
pression of foreign agents that stir up 
trouble has gotten well under way. 


In England the modifications of senti 
ment, while different in character are 
equal in degree. No one who ever lived 
in that country long enough to really know 
the English could have imagined that 
conscription in time of peace would have 
heen accepted by all classes without pro 
test, turbulence or even worse. The co 
operation of British and French armed 
forces has been silently and amicably 
planned in every detail; no note of 
jealousy has crept into any newspaper 
comment and it appears certain from 
many indications that the hardest lesson 
the Allies had to learn in the World War 
has been taken to heart, and unity of com 
mand on sea and land and in the air 
specifically provided for. No two partners 
were ever in such complete accord, and 
when we remember the age-old jealousies, 
rivalries, enmities, that have ever marked 
the intercourse between these two nations 
in peace and war, we can measure the 
strength of the feeling that both popula 
tions are putting into their work of pre 
paring to meet and break the Germans 
Here is where a new form of morale 
makes its first appearance; we might call 
it double-barreled morale. It is not just 
that the two governments are in accord; 
the two peoples are showing a quiet con 
fidence each in the other which doubles 
each man’s courage. [t is like two senti 
nels posted at some dirty spot: however 
good a man each one may be, he likes to 
have company. Conscription applied to 
the British people, as disagreeable it. is 
felt to be, has stiffened British resolu 
tion and profoundly affected French con 
fidence. 

terlin and Rome have made a grave 
error in not estimating these moral forces 
at their effective value in directing their 
more recent foreign policy. They have 
been badly informed by their agents, or, 
what seems more likely, they have not 
wanted to be correctly informed. The 


vast stiffening of morale among the 
French and British was disagreeable to 
believe; it was unpleasant to report, and 
earnest agents hesitated to speak out for 
fear of losing face or employment. There 
is little doubt that Berlin and Rome have 
both waked up too late to the significance 
of the changes we have been commenting 
upon and which have upset calculations 
both as to Tunisia and Dantzig. 


All have heard the old joke that “En- 
gland never won a battle and never lost 
a war” (except one!) ; we might add in 
the same spirit that France never lost a 
battle and never won a war. Working in 
complete harmony the two countries make 
a tough combination. How complete this 
harmony now stands was illustrated last 
month at a dinner in London, when Mr. 
Hore-Belisha, the British Secretary of 
War, in a speech referred to the French 
Commander-in-Chief (for whom the din 
ner was given) as “our Gamelin.” The 
word “our” was omitted from the text 
handed out to the newspapers, but the 
French officers present brought the phrase 
home with them as a bit of spice with 
which to season future staff conferences, 

We all know the suspicion--nay, the 
downright fear with which Italians re 
gard Germany and the misgiving mixed 
with disdain which Germans feel for 
Italy. This constitutes a grave moral 
weakness in the Axis combination. It 
does not exist in the opposite camp. 
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studying the proposed system of induct 
ing the new officers into the Army. One 
aet of Congress that receives the appro 
bation of the Corps is the probationary 
commission legislation. Officials said this 
week that the passage of this act will 
greatly improve the efficiency of the Medi 
cal Department. Tt was stated that under 
the old law, if a doctor was commissioned 
in the Medical Corps, the only way te 
Climinate him was through “Class B” or 
by failing to pass him on his professional 
and physical examinations. Consequently 
it was found difficult to eliminate from 
the Army early in their career those doe 
tors who demonstrated an inaptitude for 
the military service, 


The Medical Department is now en 
gaged in bringing up-to-date its lists of 
supplies at all Army medical facilities. 


In discussing the Army's new field 
hospital, Maj. Gen, Charles R. Reynolds, 
former Surgeon General of the Army, 
suid that “the use of such surgical treat 
ment carly will undoubtedly save many 
lives and prevent many serious disabili 
ties.” 


Ile continued, saving: 


“We are working on all kinds of ambu 
lances and menus of getting the wounded 
soldiers off the battlefield with the least 
possible delay, particularly in’ order to 
supplement the work of the individual 
medical soldiers in carrying the wounded 
A carry of a thousand yards is a terrific 
job and has to be done at great diffieulty 
during the battle or after the battle is 
over, and often at night. There is) no 
more difficul task on the battlefield than 
the carrying of the sick and wounded 
from the firing line to the first-aid sta 
tion or beyond 


“The field hospital only does minor sur 
vical work and tries to get the patients 
ready to send them back Shattered 
wounds, due particularly to the high ex 
plosives, are fatal unless they are cared 
for carly. This effort to provide early 
surgical treatment in advanced areas was 
started in France, and we hope that we 
will in this way be able to improve upon 
the facilities used during the World 
War.”
